problems, including anxiety. 
Since you have already had 
several medical examinations, 
I m ight suggest that you 
eliminate all coffee, tea or colas 
that you are using. Gradually 
taper off coffee and switch to a 
decaffeinated brand or none at 
all. 
Many of these 
exact 
symptoms are seen in heavy 
coffee drinkers. Try it and let 
me know how you respond.You 
certainly should quit smok- 
r ing. These changes could really 
improve your life for you, if yoU 
have the will power to do it. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
mother has osteoporosis and 
has already lost some height. 
Since she is under five feet tall, 
she is greatly distressed and 
does not want to get 
any 
shorter. 
Is there danger of her losing 
much height, 
and 
is 
there 
anything she could take to pre­ 
vent further loss? 
DEAR READER — It seems 
most unfair, but the smaller a 
woman’s skeleton, the more 
likely 
she 
is 
to 
develop 
osteoporosis. In dividuals with 
large skeletons escape to some 
degree. That is part of the 
reason why women are more 
prone to osteoporosis than men 
and why large' strong men 
almost never have this type of 
bone loss. 
As the calcium is lost from 
the bones and the vertebrae 
actually become smaller, your 
mother will lose more height. If 
the loss of bone is marked 
enough, one or more vertebrae 
may completely collapse. 
Osteoporosis 
should 
be 
treated, even if it is not causing 
symptoms from pressure on the 
nerves coming out of the spinal 
cord. Treatm ent should be 
designed to help stop the 
progression of the disease. 
There are some differences of 
opinion about the best form of 
treatment, but most treatments 
involve providing an adequate 
calcium intake every day, use 
of sex hormones (including in 
some instances male hormone 
as well as female hormone), 
use of fluoride, vitamin D and 
combinations of these treat­ 
ments. 
It is important to use exer­ 
cises 
that 
strengthen 
the 
m uscles between the shoul­ 
der blades and along the 
spine to help prevent postural 
deformities. This may be of 
limited value in some cases, but 
anything that can be done to 
avoid severe posture defor­ 
mities will help maintain nor­ 
mal movement of the ribs dur­ 
ing respiration and helps to 
maintain breathing capacity. 
All of the measures I have 
mentioned here are designed to 
stop the progression of the 
disease, not just relieve pain 
while the disease continues.

A k nitte r’s best sw eater 
choice is a season spanner that 
giv es non-stop wear throughout 
the y ear. 
A pullov er, worn alone or 
ov er a turtleneck, will keep y ou 
going through the best and 
worst weather. One with a wrap 
collar inset and dropped- 
shoulder sty ling are trendy 
touches. They also giv e a boost 
to a tiny figure and a close 
fitting cap coordinates the look 
for outdoors. 
Instructions are for sizes 8 to 
14. You’ll need two colors of a 
washable y arn like Bear Brand, 
Fleisher’s or Botany ’s Winsom, 
which com es in two-ounce 
skeins. Sizes 8 and 10 req uire 
six skeins of color A and three 
of color B; size 12, sev en of 
color A and four of color B. Size 
14 takes eight skeins of color A 
and four of color B. We used 
roy al blue for the main color 
and tangerine for color B, to 
achiev e a sporty rugby look, 
but choose a combination that 
fits into y our 
wardrobe — 
may be kelly and apple green. 
For needles, y ou’ll need one 
pair of size 7, a circular needle 
size 7, and a size E crochet 
hook.

Many 
times I’ve found that a store 
does 
not 
carry 
the y arn 
specified for a project I plan to 
make and I’ve had to sub­ 
stitute. Other times I’ve wanted 
to change the look of a garment 
hy using a different kind of 
y arn, but I’m alway s unsure 
about this. Can y ou give some 
guidelines on making sub- 
stitions that won’t alter the 


shape or size of the garment? — 
M. II., Georgia. 
Dear M.H.: The main rule to 
follow in making substitutions 
is to choose a y arn that is as 
similar as possible to the one 
called for. It should be the same 
thickness and tex ture and 
weigh the same. You must be 
able to get the same stitch 
gauge from each, 
or y our 
garment will end up being too 
large or too small. If y ou’re 


making a lightweight sweater, 
y ou won’t be able to ex change a 
bulky y arn for a lightweight 
one. If y ou must choose a y arn 
that is slightly thicker or 
thinner, y ou’ll hav e to use 
smaller or larger needles to 
obtain the proper stitch gauge. 
Be sure y ou like the tex ture of 
the pattern stitch in the new 
y arn. It may be too limp or too 
stiff even though the gauge is 
correct. 


When substituting different 
fiber y arns, remember that 
different fibers hav e different 
degrees of elasticity . Cotton 
and linen are not as stretchy as 
wool and additional stitches 
will be needed. 
Generally , the thicker a y arn 
is the less y ardage it has per 
ounce and it takes more ounces 
to cov er the same area. So 
more ounces of bulky y arn are 
req uired to make a sweater 
than ounces of a finer y am. 
Y arns of the sam e ty pe, 
thickness and fiber content 
hav e approx imately the same 
y ardage per ounce. 
In 
in­ 
terchanging these y arns, the 
same number of ounces is 
usually req uired. 


If y ou want to substitute a 
tex tured y arn, like a slubbed or 
loopy one, for a smooth y arn, 
check y our pattern stitch. 
P attern stitches for these 
tex tured y arns tend 
to be 
simpler than pattern stitches 
for sm oother y arns. Keep 
knitting! Best, Judy Love.
